Hopkinsville never had a more 
able ministry than it has to-day. 
The spiritual condition of the 
churches has never been nearer the 
ideal. Doubtless a larger per cent- 
age of the white population are 
members of churches than any ether 
city of the same white population in 
le country. 

This is, in great measure, due to 
the faithfulness and activity of the 
pastors, whose labors on the side of 
right and morality, and in leading 
men to God have been greatly 
blessed by him.

His 
last call was to a church that offered 
him a salary nearly 50 per cent, 
greater than he is receiving now 
and an assistant pastor. This would 
be a tempting bait to some, but not 
to him. It is almost definitely set- 
tled that he is to remain in Hopkins- 
ville— with the people he loves 8( 
well, and who are devoted to him 
One of his most liberal supporters 
and earnest assistants remarked yes- 
terday: "We can't afford to give 
him up". When he goes the city will 
lose one of the best men who has 
ever made his home with us, 
and— we" can't afford to give him 
up."
